purchase.

East Bay Regional Park District 
Directors voted unanimously during 
their November 19 meeting to enter an 
operational agreement with the Port of 
Oakland to manage the new Middle 
Harbor Shoreline Park. 

In doing so, they agreed to take 
additional actions to begin interim 
operation of the shoreline park on 
January 1, 2003, going to full operation 
on February 1. 

The Board also approved in concept 
a memorandum of agreement for the 
District to lease at no cost Port-owned

sliver for 66 years. 

During the last year, Park District 
staff have held extensive meetings with 
the Port staff to review police, mainte- 
nance and operational costs, all of 
which will be paid directly by the Port 
to the District.

“The new Middle Harbor Park will 
serve our neighbors in West Oakland as 
well as park enthusiasts from all over 
Alameda and Contra Costa Counties,” 
he added.

Phase one of the Middle Harbor 
Shoreline Park, constructed by the Port 
of Oakland, will consist of approxi- 
mately 35 acres of upland shoreline 
surrounding 190 acres of open water 
harbor and restored eel grass habitat. 

The park is located at the mouth of 
the Oakland Estuary, near the end of 
7th Street, one and a half miles from 
the Oakland West BART station and 
three-quarters of a mile from the 
Cypress Freeway. 

In the Spring of 1999, the Port of 
Oakland requested the Park District’s 
technical assistance to study manage- 
ment needs, costs and options for the 
Middle Harbor Shoreline Park. Based 
on that study, the Port of Oakland’s 
Board chose management by the Park 
District as their preferred alternative.

Sustainable design draws honors for Camp Arroyo residential education camp 


East Bay Regional Park District’s 
Camp Arroyo, which began operation 
as an environmental education 
residential camp in fall of 2001, 
received the “Savings By Design 
Honor Award” from the California 
Council of the American Institute of 
Architects (AIA) this month. 

During the selection process, the 
project, which was designed by 
architects Siegal and Strain of 
Emeryville, drew comments from the 
award jurors. They noted: 

“This project is a wonderfully 
understated and subtle expression of 
resource conservation that demon- 
strates the accessibility of many 
sustainability strategies.” 

“., the entire project meets its 
significant energy efficiency and 
environmental goals through thought- 
ful site and envelope design rather 
than the introduction of complex 
mechanical and control systems. 
These are real gestures, not just 
symbolic, that are easily transferred 
to other projects. They demonstrate a 
natural, common sense way to work 
on the land and build bulidings, The 
project speaks to a broad range of 
problems in an integrated fashion to 
serve its program goals.” 

Judging considerations took into 


account context and climate, site 
design, and building design. 

The project is set in 138-acres 
comprised of rolling hills and oak 
woodland north of Del Valle Regional 
Park in Livermore. New buildings, 
playing fields, organic gardens and a 
service area have been integrated on 
previously impacted areas. The site 
was the former site of a tuberculosis 
rehabilitation hospital and grounds. 

Storm water collects in a series of 
swales and is returned to the water 
table, rather than being removed from 
the site. All plantings, including 
playing fields, were selected to 
minimize water use, and irrigation is 
designed to use reclaimed water. Site 
lighting is efficient, fully shielded 
compact fluorescent, and operated by 
photo cells. 

Buildings are designed to demon- 
strate that a careful bio-climatic 
approach to design is critical in 
sustainable design. Building form, 
orientation and views are integrated 
with strategies for heat avoidance, 
day lighting and natural ventilation. 
Low-tech solutions to heating, 
cooling, and water use reduction were 
favored over more complex mechani- 
cal technologies. Each building type 
presents a different approach to 


Roberts barrier-free playground gets boost from 
Christopher Reeve Paralysis Foundation 


The Regional Parks 
Foundation has 
received a $5,000

The former “Superman” star who 
became paralyzed in an equestrian 
accident in 1995 created the Founda- 
tion to support organizations that 
improve the quality of life for people 
with disabilities. 

The East Bay Regional Park District 
is also partnering with the Oakland 
Rotary Club in raising $850,000 for 
construction of the disabled accessible 
playground. Rotarians pledged 
$300,000 at the playground’s ground- 
breaking ceremony this spring. 

The state-of-the-art play structure is 
designed for and accessible to disabled 
children and their caregivers but will 
also serve all park visitors. Features 
will include a swing accessible for 
children in wheelchairs and individuals 
With limited mobility; sound-activated 


directional signage for the vision 
impaired; and raised sand and interac- 
tive water play areas designed for easy 
wheelchair access. 

“This gift from the Reeve Founda- 
tion is a wonderful beginning to our 
fundraising efforts,” says Rosemary 
Cameron, Executive Director of the 
Regional Parks Foundation, which has 
taken the lead in raising private sector 
support for the playground. “We are 
grateful to the Reeve Foundation not 
only for their generous gift, but also for 
the great exposure Regional Parks 
Foundation enjoys by being associated 
with a notable celebrity and advocate 
for the disabled like Christopher 
Reeve,” echoed Director John Sutter. 

Completion of Roberts barrier-free 
playground is scheduled for late 2003. 

The Christopher Reeve Paralysis 
Foundation (www.christopherreeve.
